President Sanford B. Dole of the Republic of Hawaii signed Act 19 into law in 1895. This act replaced all previous currency laws of the Kingdom of 
Hawaii. The Minister of Finance Sam M. Damon was instructed to redeem and cancel all Hawaii Kingdom Series A (1879-80) certificates. In their stead, 
new gold and silver certificates of deposit for the Republic would be issued. The gold notes were to be redeemed in US gold coin and identified as (Series) 
B. The silver notes would be redeemable in either Hawaii 1883 silver coin or US silver coin and identified as (Series) C. 


The American Banknote Company was contracted for the printing of the silver and gold certificates using mostly stock vignettes. Plate letters were not 
used on the paper money of the Kingdom or the Republic of Hawaii, and all of these notes were printed by the ABNCo. Total cost for the Republic Series 
B and C notes was $6,395, and $4,395 of that total was financed at 6% interest by Bishop & Co. The silver certificates were placed into circulation first, 
and by December 1897, the total circulating was $272,500. The Republic of Hawaii became the Territory of Hawaii on April 30, 1900 after the passage 
of the Organic Act of 1900 by the Congress of the United States. At this point, Hawaii discontinued the issuance of paper money and began to destroy 
remaining unissued certificates. After 1909, Series A, B, and C notes could not be redeemed by the auditor without first obtaining the consent of the 
Territorial treasury. In the year 1916, it was reported that all had been redeemed except $3,325 in (Series) A and (Series) C notes and $140 in gold (Series) 
B notes.

The following printing process group presented in here includes American Bank Note Company 
uniface proofs, process notes and color trials associated with the haste preparations of the 1952 Bank 
Leumi Le- Israel B.M. (short for Bank Leumi) series. 


Bank Leumi Le-Israel, means literally, National Bank of Israel, was established in September 1950, as an 
Israeli company, registered in Tel Aviv. It was intended to replace the British firm, Anglo-Palestine Bank 
which was registered in London. 


The new bank had an urgent task of issuing a new series of banknotes as soon as possible and with no 
delays; requiring a news series, but based on previous design and with only necessary modifications 
to the designs. The result was that the Bank Leumi banknotes were almost identical to the APB series, 
with the following revisions: 


¢ The colors of the new notes were different of the previous ones but that of the 5 pound note that 
remained brown. 


¢ The name of the currency was changed to Israel Pound. 
¢ The name of the sub division of the pound was replaced by pruta. 


¢ The English inscriptions on the obverse side of the notes were removed and they now carried only 
Hebrew inscriptions. 


The new series was introduced in June 1952, along with a 10 percent compulsory loan levied on cash 
holdings and current accounts. Dvir’s book on the subject delves into more detail on page 19.

Bank Leumi Le-Israel B.M. (short form Bank Leumi), Landscapes series was unknown to collectors 
for nearly 50 years, and even forgotten by officials in Bank Leumi and the Bank of Israel. The series 
is the “missing link” in the history of paper money of the State of Israel and of great importance 

to understand the entire process of making this series. The series was never issued into circulation 
under this bank authority and only in 1955, with the establishment of the Bank of Israel, was is 
issued for circulation with the Bank of Israel name. 


The group of essays and specimens presented in the following pages were discovered by the artist’s 
son around 2008 after the passing of his father who worked at Thomas De La Rue during the 
1950’s. Were it not for his father’s diligence in preserving the pieces, this part of Israeli numismatic 


history would be lost. 


The group includes all known denominations of the series in essay form as well as final specimen. 
The group illustrates the evolution of the series from its initial designs up to its final approval. 


Each one of the notes features local landscape scenery as the central design element along with 
a local flora. The reverse sides had an abstract design and engraved Latin and Arabic numeral 
denomination. The 500 pruta note was slightly different, with the word “pruta” beneath the 
numeral denomination; done in order to avoid confusion with the 500 pound note. 


Detailed in Dvir’s book on pages 35 and 36, the notes were as following: 


¢ 500 pruta note (equal to half pound), depicting the ruins of the ancient synagogue at Bir‘am in 
Upper Galilee with cyclamen; 


¢ | pound note, depicting a view of Upper Galilee with anemones;

The series carried a uniform watermark, a menorah, candelabrum. It was hidden under the imprint 
of the flora on obverse sides, and as part of the general schemes of colors of the reverse sides.

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Bank Leumi Le-Israel B.M. Archival Metal Die Plates 


The Bank Leumi le-Israel B.M. (short form Bank Leumi), tin type metal die plates made by the American 
Bank Note Company (ABNC) are an unusual emission from a printer archive. As far as it is known 
today, the plates are unique. For more than a decade, the author has tried to trace documents related to 
the plates. He could locate only a single mention; an undated account made by ABNC, probably in 1955, 
concerning ENGRAVINGS tasks for Bank Anglo-Palestine and Bank Leumi le-Israel between April 1948 
and July 1954. Unfortunately, there are no other details concerning the nature of the task or its purpose, 
but are discussed on pages 76 and 77 in Dvir’s book. ‘The five pictorial sceneries depicted on the metal 
die plates are: 


1. The main branch of Bank Leumi on Jaffa Road, Jerusalem, built during the British Mandate by 
the German Jewish architect Erich Mendelsohn, and has been declared a landmark building 
(inaugurated in 1939). 


2. The construction of the National Water Carrier of Israel (started in 1953).

The first of two metal die plates from the American Banknote Company archives being offered in this auction. The design of the plate features five dif- 
ferent scenes from Israel, displayed in two rows. The plate measures about 250mm by 133mm and the date annotation on the top margin of 7/26/54 pro- 
vides a general timeline of when this was produced. The purpose of these plates is at present unknown, with Dvir suggesting that they may have been 
planned for use with some type of reserve or back up currency due to the uncertainties surrounding the transition from the Bank Leumi to the Bank of 
Israel. The annotation at the top of the plate, Bank of Leumi - Israel, is incorrect for either bank. This rather enigmatic plate is unique and of great his- 
toric importance and is the plate illustration on page 78 in Dvir’s 2022 book. 
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25323 Israel Bank Leumi Le-Israel B.M. Archival Metal Die Plate and Two Impression Proofs. 

The second of two metal die plates from the American Banknote Company archives is in this this lot that also includes the related positive impression 
and negative impression proofs. The design features five different scenes of Israel, but differs from the previous lot as the scenes are displayed in one line 
instead of two. This plate also measures about 250mm by 133mm and the date annotation on the top margin of 7/26/54 provides a general timeline of 
when this was produced. As mentioned in the previous lot, the exact purpose for this plate remains unknown, with Dvir believing that this plate too, 
may have been connected with a never executed plan to have a reserve or back up currency ready for issue during the uncertain times occasioned by the 
transition from Bank Leumi to the Bank of Israel in the mid-1950s. These items are all believed to be unique at present and offer an historic opportunity 
to add these wonderful items that will take any collection to the next level. All three items appear as the plate illustrations on pages 79-81 in Dvir’s 2022 
book covering Israeli currency. 
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Bank of Israel Landscapes Series 1955 


The following group of die proofs and specimens represent the continuity of the preparations of the 
Landscapes series under the authority of the Bank of Israel. 


The Bank of Israel was officially established as central bank in August 1954; nevertheless, the 
involvement of the future heads of the central bank ordered the design process of a new series in 
September 1953. The series designs for Bank Leumi-Le Israel began in August 1951, and were in 
advanced stages. Reluctantly, the future heads of Bank of Israel were forced to continue with its 
planning, in order to introduce it to general circulation as soon as possible. 


The lower denominations of the series entered circulation between August and October 1955, while the 
50 pound note released in September 1957. More information can be seen on page 84 of Dvir’s book. 


Landscapes Series 1955 Die Proofs 


The die proofs presented here are have no date other than the 1 pound that carries a printed annotation 
OCT.1954, but signed examples were sent only in December 1954. Pages 84-89 of Dvir’s book illustrate 
the dates between the die proof and December date, point to a timeline where the actual examples sent 
for approval by the British printer starting June 1954.

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The Landscapes Approval Specimen Notes 


The following group includes the actual Landscapes approval specimen notes. Unlike regular specimen 
notes produced for records or educational purposes, the approval specimens are the actual notes on 
which the final approval for mass printing was given. The printer’s practice was to have one or two 
approval specimen notes; the first as quality check, and the second as a record. 


All of the approval specimen notes of this unique group offered here, carry a handwritten annotation 
on obverse top margin DUPLICATE APPROVED PROOPE indicating they are probably identical to the 
specimen presented to officials for approval and kept for the printer‘s records. 


The approval specimen notes group connects the specimen notes made under Bank Leumi Le- 
Israel B.M. to the final approved notes under Bank of Israel and as released into general circulation; 
an important link in the numismatic record. All of the pieces were initialed for approval by David 
Horowitz, and are detailed further in Dvir’s book on pages 90 to 97.

It is common practice in the design process of paper money for the Bank to make annotations directly on proposed Proof for changes they might require.

The Landscapes specimen notes are divided into two types as described and researched by Dvir (see 
pages 91 and 100 to 111 of his book). The specimen notes offered in here include:

These notes are extremely rare and most likely the result of an error as Asher indicates in his book on 
Israeli numismatics (classified by Dvir as De La Rue type 2A specimen notes).

41. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

42. In consideration of participation in Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, its
